A N A T U R A L DIKE. 


T h e V o l c a n i c * F o r m a t i o n 
M o n t e 
t h e 
( n u r s e o f F a l l M i l e r . 
Nature is full of strange freaks, and 
her agents—rains, storms, winds and 
i even 
lust 
produce results that might 
often be mistaken for th*- works of 
human hands, though frequently on a 
colossal scale. 
Volcanic activities are mighty fac- 
t irs. and through them some wonder­ 
ful phenomena arc wrought. 
One of 
these may he seen along th** course of 
Full river, in northern California. This 
Stream is of considerable size, and tin* 
work of m uure's gigantic forces may 
be seen between the upper aud lower 
cascades of th** river. 
It is what might properly be called 
a “volcanic dike.” 
This dike extends 
for some distance along Fall river, 
I near its banks and nearly parallel to 
tic* course, 
it bears close resemblance 
to a roughly construct***! wall. 
The 
top of this dike is very ragged and 
the height of varying altitudes. 
In 
some places it is twenty feet high and 
several 
feet in thickness, and again 
mat be easily clambered over. The rock 
of which this wall of nature is com­ 
posed is of a very porous character, 
bearing some resemblance to pumice 
stone, though much more solid and of 
greater speckle gravity. 
T ilt entire region is of volcanic ori­ 
gin and evidently was once the scene 
of great eruptive activity. 
Scoria and 
lava abound, though the face of the 
■ anury is now thickly clad with timber 
and ’ rush. 
The dike begins and ends 
abruptly. 
The wall of the dike is evidently the 
result of volcanic forces, aud has no 
doubt stood for many centuries. 
It 
stands clear from clinging rocks, has 
a 
narrow 
foundation, 
with 
vertical 
walls, and Is very straight. 
The mys­ 
tery is what forces of nature could 
have piled up or loft 
standing this 
rock formation so uniform. 
This dike 
has puzzled not a few geologists who 
have visited and examined it.—Ameri­ 
can Inventor.

Ft. Paul, Aug. 3.— The first day of 
the strike of the telegraph operators 
on the Great Northern and the North­ 
ern Pacific systems has resulted in 
the failure of the strikers 
to tie up 
either line, or to blockade or congest 
their traffic to any marked degree, ac­ 
cording to the railroad officials. 
The 
day was marked by great activity both 
on the part of the general strike com­ 
mittee and the operating officials of 
the 
two transcontinental lines, 
but 
closed without a decisive advantage 
to either side. 
The Great Northern Is handling its 
passenger trains without serious inter­ 
ruption of service, 
and its 
through 
trains between St. Paul and the Pacific 
coast are moving with no mole serious 
delays than frequently occur during 
the busy 
seasons. 
The Northern P a ­ 
cific's North Coast Limited reached St. 
Paul from the Pacific coast Wednes­ 
day afternoon only one hour and twen­ 
ty minutes late, in spite of the strike. 
its I uhuh Short line trains reached 
destination on time during the flay, 
and over the entire system freight was 
moving. 
Reports 
received 
late 
at 
night from the 
Yellowstone division 
showed a considerable improvement in 
operating conditions, and stated that 
the company 
will begin 
loading 3<"» 
cars of live stock 
at finer. 
In addi­ 
tion to handling the trains which were 
in motion when the strike was called 
at midnight Tuesday, new trains have 
started from terminals and reports re­ 
ceived at headquarters indicate that 
freight traffic is handled without se­ 
rious trouble. 


Reports Do Net Agree. 


These optimistic reports on the part 
of the railroad officials do not agree 
with the statements made by Presi­ 
dent Perham of the railway telegraph­ 
ers’ 
organization. 
He 
claims 
that 
fully 97 lier cent of the telegraphers on 
both the Northern 
Pacific and Great 
Northern 
railroads 
have struck 
iii 
compliance with his strike order, and 
he further maintains that freight traf­ 
fic is practically 
at a standstill and 
that passenger trains are moved with 
the greatest difficulty, and then only 


I slowly and far behind 
their regular 
schedules. 
The union 
officials also 
claim there have been two wrecks on 
the Northern Pacific, due probably to 
the wTork 
of incompetent 
operators 
hired to replace the strikers. 
The strike order was very generally 
obeyed both on the 
Great Northern 
and 
the Northern 
Pacific 
systems. 
Within an hour after receiving orders 
from President Perham's offices at the 
Hotel Foley the operators 
left their 
posts, and at the opening of business 
Wednesday 
a large majority 
of the 
men were on strike. 
No strike order 
ever issued in the Western country 
was more generally obeyed. President 
Perham was hopeful during the morn­ 
ing and predicted a complete tieup of 
freight traffic on both systems. 
At noon reports from all points on 
the two systems showed that in the 
face of the walk-out of a majority of 
the operators, traffic was moving fairly 
well.

ald. 
Slimmer is a follower of no religion 
and a believer ju nu creed. 
Ile is a 
philosopher, bv.ag upon the humblest 
fare, wearing unpretentious 
clothes, 
Bleeping in a woodshed and trying to 
unburden himself of his wealth in a 
way to alleviate the suffering in this 
world. 
He gave his home, worth $50,OOO, to 
tin* sisters of charity for a hospital, 
but required that jt be dedicated as a 
nonsectarian hospital. Ile retired from 
ids apartments to the wood shed on the 
rear of the lot, where he now resides. 
He says the associations of the prop­ 
erty are too dear tor him to leave it 
entirely, so ho has asked that he may 
spend bis remaining years in keeping 
up the property for the sisters. 
To him money appeals little. 
He 
says that for his happiness all he 
wants is a crust of bread, a place to 
lay his head and clothes to keep him 
comfortable. 
Ile says the happiest 
moment of bis life will be when he is 
to unburden himself of all his wealth 
and start on an equal footing with Ids 
fellow beings Iii the struggle for sus­ 
tenance. 
He went to Iowa a poor boy. There 
lie amassed wealth through business 
shrewdness and good fortune Ivy buy­ 
ing, feeding and selling cattle, then 
clearing land and selling, lumber and 
Anally by Investing bis accumulations 
in banks an J real estate. 
Helping obi people is the bobby of 
Mr. Slimmer 
Ile bas given thousands 
of dollars fcr hospitals, homes for the 
friendless and old people’s homes. But 
he drives his bargains well, demon­ 
strating the shrewdness by which he 
gained bis money. 
If he gives money 
for some home he draws the papers 
himself. 
Ile has laughed in the faces 
of lawyers who have been employed 
by religious societies to break his con­ 
tracts that they might violate some of 
the provisions therein. 
They have al­ 


w a y s been found too strong. 
Mr. Slimmer is a bachelor, aud in 
making bis contracts there is always 
one clause. 
That Is that there shall 
be n > women on the board of directors. 
lie has no confidence In their executive 
ability. 
Ile says they are quarrel­ 
some and arouse strife detrimental to 
the welfare of the institution, 
lie is 
against marriage. 
That is a part of 
his philosophy. 
“Those who say they 
marry because they feel it to be a 
part of their duty.” remarked the phi­ 
losopher, “or because they feel it in­ 
cumbent up;ti them to perpetuate the 
race by reproduction are hypocrites.” 
Another clause in bis contracts is 
that no Inmate of any institution to 
which he gives money shall be asked 
to go to religious services. 
Ile does 
not object to services being held In 
the institutions, but wants the i n m a t e s 
loft to their own discretion as to go­ 
ing. 
“Because,” explains the philos 
ojther, “old persons might not like to 
ivfuse to go to services, and they are 
bigoted in their ideas. 
They might

John Arbuckle, the rich Brooklyn 
manufacturer, has invented a method 
of cooling and drying the air of rooms,
